On an average 1,000 grains of qui- 


nine are daily sold in the little village 
of Scbagtieoke, near Albany.

A BTOCK HAN'S BTOBY 


Ibiatlht Cuattliaa eftbt fora Crop la C«i- 


tral llliMl". 


Mr! John Buckles, a stock man who 


makes his headquarters at Mt Pulaski, 
has been making Burnt ubaerviiljoiis as lo 
the condition of tne com crop, and has 
written a letter tu the Cbimgo Tiiiu* uu 
the subject. Here it is: 


1 live in central Illinois, and 1 uave been 


living in this neigbburtiuod lor almost 
sixty years, and 1 utver saw the farmers 
so badly scared about curu an at the prts 
entlime. Tbey ate uciidmg their hoga 
and cattle into the utarKel ouly ball tat- 
lened, and pretty nearly every one la Us- 
ing lo sell Ihe corn when it gets higher. 
A great many tliitik that SU cems is uut a 
good price for corn. Now 1 thiuk thai 
corn is higher than it will be next aiiriug, 
and I will give you a few of my reasons 
for thinking so. In the lirst place there 
is a very large supply ot i<ld corn ou 
hand, and in Ibe next place ihere was a 
greal deal more corn raised this year itiau 
is reported. There has been much talk 
about the rain spoiling a great deal ot 
the standing corn. Ills true thai there 
is some corn spoiled for shipping, but 
not more than one half of wbal baa been 
reported, a,Nd a part of tiial will do to 
feed to Hock. I am a stockman, and 1 
know what I am talking about when 1 
say that there will not be une-lbird uf Ibe 
cattle fed through tbe country that there 
was last year, and a great many stock- 
men are not going to feed anything at all. 
I know one thai sold six hundred acres of 
corn tbe other day 14 be shipped. The 
farmers have all saved their straw, and 
are going to try and get their slock 
through the winter with as little corn as 
possible. Another thing: the grass has 
grown faster for the last live weeks than 
any man ever saw it in this country, be 
he old or young; and that, with the other 
things I have spoken of, I tbiuk will 
make a difference in the price. Some 
may think that I am a stockman and want 
to buy corn, but such ia uot Ibe case, for 
1 am getting too old to do much trading. 
1 have been in the business for the last 
forty years, and 1 think 1 have rude more 
miles on horseback than any man living 
or dead.
